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ARMY CORRESPONDENCE. 

Letter from Se Re Kay. 

Sunday— Mustering info Service —

Harper * Ferry. Va., 1 
Sunday, May 12, 1801. ) 
Editors Louisville Courier : — This “golden 
spoke in the wheel of time,’’ as Longfel- 
low poeticaliy terms the Sabbath, has again 
returned, and with it the sunniest skies, 
the most translucent atmosphere, aud a 
gentle serenity that is scarce disturbed by 
the bugle call and the roll of the drum that 
ever aud anou float from the camps of this 
martial town. 

We have but little here to vary the mo- 
notony ol military life. Each day is a 
repetition of its predecessor. The troops 
are constantly drilling and acquiring a de- 
gree of efficiency that will be ciniutnlly 
serviceable in lime of action. Batteries 
are being j.lauted so as to command the 
approat her from Maryland, and, if we Lave 
but half a chance, auy attack can bcsuecea- 
fully resisted. I do not imagine, however, 
that there will be any invasion of Virginia 
soil until alter the State votes on the se- 
cession ordinance. That will be almost 
unanimous, save ia a few of the W eatern 
Abolitionized couutics. 

The times wc arc having are not so lux- 
urious as those at home, but all bear up 
bravely and cheerfully. Ono spirit alone 
animate* the troops at this i«ost, and that 
is resistance to the death. We may jt.ssi- 
bly be driven away, but not until Harper's 
Ferry is a complete ruin and one stone 
frhall not be left upon another. As a strate- 
gctieal point this is of vast importance to 
Virginia and the Confederate States, and it 
is uot probable that it will be given up 
wiihout a deadly struggle. 

The companies from Kentucky have all 
been mustered into fhe service by Captain 
Carr, of the regular army. The commands 
of Captains Crossiand, Bowman, Harvey, 
Lipicllc, and probably Pope, will act as a 
batallion under Col. Duncan. Capt. Desha 
aud his men intend serving independently 
and may be attached to some oue of the 
Virginia regiments. 

Owing to pressing family engagement*, 
aud iu obedience to the imperative call of 
duty at home. Adjutant Syminas has re- 
signed his position. The Kentuckian* 
part with him with deep regret. Hi# mod- 
est and manly virtues, his soldierly qualifi- 
cations and his earnest devotion to the 
cause of Southern iudci>cndi nee Lad endear 
ed him to all|hearts. He bears with him the 
beat wisLes of the entire command, aud 
should Kentucky ever be engaged in thi# 
intestine strife wc expect to Lear of the 
name of Symuits as foremost in the fray. 

Governor Magoffin’# Message was read 
to the troop# ou the incuulaius, betide 
their camp fires last night, and the boys 
made the hills aud valleys re-echo with 
three cheers lor the gallant Executive ol 
Kentucky. A similar honor was paid Col. 
Duncan. 

We have had the past week quite an ac- 
cession to our ranks by the arrival of Ben- 
nett Burnutu, E#q , aud a file of men from 
Bowling Grccu. He was w armly received, 
and will prove a valuable acquisition to 
our forces. Experienced iu camp life, in- 
telligent, zealous, active and discreet, lie 
is the very man to discharge a patriot's 
whole duty in these perilous times. 

Yesterday our hearts were made glad by 
the arrival ol a wagon load of provisions, 
the donation of a lew citizens of Loudouu 
county, Virginia, to tbe Kentucky regi- 
ment. These two tous of the fat of the 
land will be duly appreciated by our boys 
aud properly consumed. 

I haTe heretofore neglected to notice the 
very timely present to our Surgeon, Dr. 
Forsyth, by the ladies of Nashville. The 
baudnges, lint, pads, «Vc., were principally 
marutsetured by the accomplished Mrs. 
McWbirteraud the elegant daughter* of the 
Kev. Dr. Schott. I subjoin the letter of ac- 
knowledgement scut by Dr. Forsyth to Dr. 
Eve, through whom the donation was 
made :

Nor is this right 
confined to cases in which the whole peo- 
ple ot an existing government may choose 
to exercise it. Any portion of such people 
that can, may revolutionize and make their 
own of so much of the territory as they 
inherit. More than this, a majority of any 
portion of such people may revolutionize, 
pulling down a minority iiitermiuglcd 
with, or near about them, who may oppose 
their movements. Such minorities was 
precisely the case of Hie Tories ol our own 
Revolution, it is a quality of ruvolulious 
not lo go by old lines or old laws, but to 
break up both, aud m ike new one?.' 1 

Such is the language of the “Millitary 
Dictator,” whose hordes would mob and 
hang a urn them matt ah j dare utter such 
a sentiment to-day in this “Sweet Laud of 
Liberty," (of wtiica we siug.j 
There are thousands of true and brave 
utcu iu Indiana lo-day, who oppose ih _• 
“war jMility” of Lincoln; yet they dare it .t 
let that opjtosiiioit be known. 

No doubt, that, trom the newspaper re- 
ports, it is thought that Indiana is a unit, 
in favor of “coerciou." It is true all the 
papers aud speakers were for their sulety, 
compelled tuner to change their sentiment 
publicly, or remain quiet; yet their jtr.nci- 
j>U‘, tin Ugh they ate uot allowed to ex- 
press them, arc the saute as those wbieli 
actuated our lorelathers to change their 
iortit of government because of' oppres- 
sion. 

But I have written more than you will 
have time to read. J do not intend this 
for publication, for I dan not, neither is it 
worthy, i only suggest the notice of Abe’s 
speech iu Congress, and hope you will pub- 
lish the extract, aud comment on the 
same. 

The Journal’s friends out here are hearti- 
ly ashamed of its “Arinc.1 Neutrality.” 
But drowning nten will grab at straws. 
vYc hope here, that!*, the true men, that we 
may ever have Irietid* in Kentucky. She 
ba* been our sister, yet she know# her 
duty, and will act, doubtless to her best ad- 
vantage.

The Perfidy of the Aduiiiiisttatioii 
Exposed, 

The following letters front Judge Camp- 
bell were laid before the Confederate 
Stale's Congress on the Uth inst , by Pres 
idem Davis : 

Montgomery, Ala., May 7, 18U1. 
Sir : — I #iibinit to you two letter# that 
were addressed by me to the lion. W. II 
Seward, Secretary" of State of the United 
States, that contain an explanation of th<* 
nature and result oi' an Intervention by me 
in tfie iutereouri c of the Commissioner* of 
the Confederate States with that officer. I 
comfidrrcd that I could perlorm ti • duty iu 
which trie entire American people, wheth- 
er of the Federal Union or ol tho Confed- 
erate States, were more interested than 
that of promoting the counsels and the pol- 
icy, that had fur their object the preserva- 
tion of peace. Tnis motive dictated my 
intervention. Beside# the interview, refer- 
red to iu these letters, I informed the as 
sistant Secretary of State of the l\ S. (not 
being able to sic the Secretary,) ou tbe 
11th of April, ult., of tho cxi*tea<-c .fa 
telegram of that date, from Gen. Ban re- 
gat d to tho Commissioner#, in which he in- 
formed the Commi«*ioners that he ha l de- 
manded the evacuation of Sumter, ami if 
rclueeJ, he would ptoece*l to reduce it. On 
the same day, 1 hail been told that Prcsi 'cut 
Lincolu bail said that none of the v*#sc.s 
sent to Charleston were war vessels, and 
that force was not to be used in the attempt 
to supply the Fort. I hail no means of 
testing the accuracy of this information; 
but offered that if tue information was ac- 
curate I would send a telegram to the au 
thoritiea at Charleston, mid it might pre- 
vent the disastrous couscquonces of a col- 
lision at that Fort, between the apposing 
forces. It was the last eilort that 1 would 
make to avert the calamities of war. The 
Assistant Secretary promised to give the 
matter attention, but I had no other inter- 
course with him or any other person on the 
subject, nor have I had any reply to the 
letters submitted to you.

Sir— O u the loth March nit., I left with 
Judge Crawford, oa.- »1 the Commissioners 
of me Confederate Suits, a note iu writing 
to the effect following: 

“ i feel entire confidence that Fort Sum- 
ter will be evacuated iu the next five days. 
And this measure i# felt as imposing great 
responsibility ou tin* administration. 

“ I ft el entire confidence that no measure 
changing the exis-iug tutus, prejudicially 
to the Southern Confederate States, is at 
present contemplated. 

“ 1 feel an entire confidence that an im- 
mediate demand forau answer to the com- 
munication of the Commissioners will be 
productive of evil and not of good. I do 
not believe that it ought at this time to be 
pressed.” 

The substance of this statement I com- 
municated to you the same evening by 
letter. Fivi I j elapsed, and I called with 
a trlc_i.un Irom G. n. Beauregard to the 
eilec: that Sumter w»* not evacuated, but 
that Maj. Anderson was at work making 
ref airs. 

1 ho next day, after conversing with you, 

I communicat' d to Judge Crawford, in 
writing, that tlte failure to evacuate Sum- 
ter was not Ih* result of bad faith, but was 
attributable to c.use* consistent with the 
intention t> fulfil the engagement, aud 
that as regarded Pickens, I should have 
notice of any design to alter the existing 
s at us there. Mr. Justice Nelson was pre- 
sent at these conversations, three in num- 
ber, aud I submitted to him each of my 
written communi- ati us to Judge Craw- 
ford, and informed Judge C. that tfiey had 
his (Judge Nelson’*) sanction. I gave you, 
on the 22 J of March, a substantial copy of 
the statement I had mad# on the 15th. 

The 30. h of March arrived, aud at that 
time a tuirg; at:i came: from Gov. Pickens, 
inquiring concerning Col. Latuon, whose 
\ .i-it to Charleston lie supposed had a con- 
nection with the proposed evacuation of 
Fort Sumtir. 

I left that with you, aud was to have an 
answer ihc following Monday (1st of 
April.) On the 1st of April I received 
Com you the statement in writing: “(I 
am sa'idfied) tbe Government will uot uu- 
d' nake to supply Fort Sumter without 
giving notice to Governor P." l'he words 
“1 am satisfied” were for me to une as cx- 
p'essive of couiideuec in the rcutaiudir oi 
the declaration. 

The proposition as originally prepared 
was, “The President may desire to supply 
Sumter, but will not do sit,” &c.,aud your 
verbal explanation vr.19 that you did not 
believe any such attempt would be made, 
and tint there was no dcsigu to reiulbrcc 
Sumter. 

There was n d*pari nre here from the 
pledge* of t be previous mojili, but, with 
the verbal explan.vion, I did not consider 
it n in&'tur then to complain of. I simply 
stated to you that 1 had that assurance 
previously. 

On the 7ili of April I addressed you a 
letter on the subje of the alarm that the 
preparations b\ the Government had cre- 
ted, end a- .l;cd Vi.ii if the assurance* 1 
had given we, e well or ill founded. In 
respect to Sumter jour reply was, “Faith 
AS to Sumter, fully kept — wait aHd Sou.” — 
In tin morning’# pap-.-r I read, “An auth- 
orized ui. *Bcng. r ir >:u President Lincoln 
informed Gov. Pickon3 aud Ge t. Beaure- 
gard that provisions will lie sent to Foil 
bU'Uler, peaceably or otlu ricixe by force .” — 
This was the 8th of April, at Charleston, 
the day following your las! sssttnuce, and 
i* the evidence ol ih« full faith I was in- 
vited to wait for and see. (ii the same pa- 
per# I read that intercepted dispatches di#- 
closed ihe fact that Mr. Fox. whob ul been 
allowed to visit Major Anderson, on the 
p'cdge t hat his pu:po#e was pacific, em- 
ployed his opportunity to devise a plan for 
supplying the Fort by force, and that tnis 
pNu had been adopted by the Washington 
Government, and was in process oi execu- 
tion. My recollection of the date of Mr. 
Fox’s visit carries it to h day in March. I 
learn in* is a near connection ot a member 
of the C-ihiuct. My connection with the 
Commissioners and yourself was superi'.- 
duce.l by k conversation with Justice Nel- 
s*n. lie informed me of your strong dis- 
position in favor of peace, and that you 
were oppressed with a demand of the Com- 
missioners of tho Confederate 8tntes for a 
reply to their first letter and that you dc- 
s.red to avoid it if possible at that "time. 

I told him I might peril q>$ be of some 
service iu arranging the difficulty. I came 
to your office entirely at his request aud 
without the knowledge of either of the 
Commissioners. Your depression was ob- 
vious to both Judge Nelsou and myself. — 

1 was gratified at the character of the coun- 
sels you were desirous of pursuing aud 
much impressed with your observation 
that a civ.l war might be prevented by the 
success of my mediation. Y ou read a" let- 
ter from Mr. Weed to show how irksome 
and responsible the withdrawal ol troop* 
from Sumter was. A portion of tuy com- 
munication to Judge Crawford ou the 1-V.h 
of March was founded upou these remarks, 
aud tuc pledge to evacuate Sumter was 
less forcible than the words you employed, 
these words were: “Before this letter 
reaches you (a proposed letter by me to 
frcsideui Davis) Sumter will have been 
evacuated. 

The Commissioners who received these 
communications, conclude they have been 
abused and overreached. Tin- Montgomery 
G:>\ ern uent bold the same opinion. The 
Commissioners have supposed that my 
communications w< re witn you, aud upon 
the hypothesis were prepared to arraign 
you b (store the country iu connection wuli 
the President. I placed a peremptory pro- 
hibition upon this as being contrary with 
the terms of my communication with them. 

I pledged myself to them to communicate 
information upon what 1 considered as the 
best authority, and they were to confide iu 
the ability of myself, aided by Judge Nel- 
son, to determine upon the credibility ol 
my informant. 

"l tliiuk no candid man who will read 
over what 1 have written, aud considers for 
a moment what is going on at Sumter, but 
will agree that the equivocating conduct 
of the Adiumisiruiiou, as measured and 
interpreted in connection with these pro- 
mises, is the proximate cause of the great 
c dauiity. 

I have a profound conviction that the 
t iegrams oi tbe 8 h of April of General 
1) auregard, aud of the 10 h of April ol 
Gencial Walker, the Secretary of War, can 
be referred to nothing else than their be 
lief that there lias been systematic duplic- 
ity practiced ou them through me. It i* 
under an oppressive souse of the weight ol 
this responsibility that I submit lo you 
these things for your explanation.

Highly Important from Pensacola — 
’l'he Confederate* siuk Vessels in 
the Channel, between Forts Pick- 
ens and M’Kae, so that the Fleet 
Cannot Enter the Harbor — The 
Railroad Completed, and the Co- 
luntbiads going Forward — Slow 
liusiues* at Pickens. 

Warrington Navy Yard, May 5, 18f»t. 

A daring and successful attampt wa 
made last night to obstruct the channel 
entrance of the b»v, so a* either to clo#.j :t 
to the ships of war, or to compel them, if 
they attempt to come in, to do so iu dan 
gerout proximity to Fort McRae. I be- 
lieve the credit of this idea is due to Capt. 
Lovell, of the Quitman Artillery, of Natch- 
ez, formerly ou* of the most "active, effi- 
cient and promising officers of the United 
States Navy. It hud been intimated by the 
officers of the squadron outside, tlist a 
blockade of this port would commence to- 
day. In view of this, and of the danger of 
t he ehips attempting to com* in, whilst our 
forts and batteries were engaged with Pick- 
ens, the plan was adopted of buyimr some 
vessels at Pensacola, and sinking them in 
the channel. To Capt. Lovell this duty 
was assigned and promptly executed. A 
brig was brought down from Penmcola, 
and night before last a large detail from 
the army were employed in throwing heavy 
stones into her hold. This consumed 
nearly the whole night. 

In the meantime Command-T Rsushsw, 
Col. Stephens aud Captain Lovell, and a’ 
party of officers, procseded in one of the 
little steamer* to the channel, and by 
sounding ascertained the proper pines to 
siuk the vessels, nud placed buoys by which 
it could be ascertained. They wi.ru ob- 
served by the sentinels ou the rampart# 
of Pickens, an alarm was given, and the 
drums beat to arms, but they had accom- 
plished their object und returned safely. 
Last night a large force was set to work on 
the vessels again, and by midnight they 
were all got ready. Capt. Lovell’s com- 
pany, sixty muskets, were the ouly armed 
men in the party. 

A large brig aud three large scows hesvi 
ly loaded with stones, were lasteusd to lire 
two little tug steamers, aud under the com- 
mand of Capt. Lovell, assisted by Com- 
mander Renshaw, aud superintended b\ 
Col. Stephen*, Chief of Eagiseers, wi re 
then noiselessly conveyed about two miles 
out towards the pjiut where the obstruc- 
tion# were to lie placed. They pissed very 
near to Fort Pick, us, hut excited no alarm. 
Having reached the scene of their opers- 

tit us, prompt hm Mores e ere i i 

sink the vessel*. This was done by scut- 
tling, and the brig ami three scows were 
just thirty-five miautus iu sinking. 

Capt, Reu«haw, with his little tug, re- 
maitied until the vessels had entirely dis- 
appeared; but the men on the steamers 
expected every moment to hear the wLiz- 
zi g of the big shot from Fort Pickens, or 
from the fleet wnich lay about a mile off. 
Th> rc was uot, however, the slightest indi- 
cation on either the fort or tnips of a' y 
knowledge or observuiou of what w s 
going on. At da* break the party iu com 
maud of this expedition returned to t: e 
yard safely, gnariy to tli" relief of tie 
w ole camp nud of i he dwellers in they ir I, 
who apprehended that an u 1 tempt to’*irk 
tlie vessels would draw lii- lire of the fort 
and bring ou the action beiore our bide 
wa* fully prepared therefor. 

The railroad to Montgomery is now com- 
plete, running through, and the difficulty 
of trantporiii g the big eolumhiud* no lmi 
ger exists, d lie impel lm.ee of an early si- 
sault upon Foil Pi- kens is fully appreci- 
ated by everybody here. Tbcde.nv, thouqli 
it has produced so much res liven ess ami 
impatience stnong the troops, has been un- 
avoidable. The Cou federate* here had to 
begin the organization of au army. It is 
Wonderful to behold how mnch bus been 
doue, aud how well it has bci a done ; hut 
tbe formation, support, and effective or- 
ganization ol a a army is uot the work of a 
week, a mouth, or o. s:x mouths.

Falla there 
were geveu leti steamboat water. the river 
having til Ion twelve inches at the wharf, 
wnd three feet at Portland in the j revion? 
24 hours. The weather continue* clear and 
pleasant, and wig cool last evening. 

At Cincinnati at noon yesterday it bad 
fallen eixu.cn inche*. and at Pittsburg it 
was hilling tart, with Mrca and a hai fleet 
water in the channel. 

The Cumberland, at Nashville, yesterday, 
was it lull tide again, with water enough 
in tbe channel to float the largest sized 
man-of-war. 

The river trade in all directions is very 
dull, owing to the unlawful blockade by the 
Lincoln administration. That act ’ Laa 
thrown thousands of hoiuueu out 
of employment, at a time that they can tbe 
least bear it. Tl.u great mass of them du- 
ring tbe summer months are comp. 11. d to 
be idle, owing to the suspension of uavi- 
gatian by low water, and the usual cessa- 
tion of the river trade during that period. 
Now is tbe time most v.duiblc to them, as 
they would, by tbeir next two months’ w:- 
ge», be able to lay np enough to keep them- 
selves sud families through the usual idle 
summer months. The edict of the North- 
ern despot, however, has gone forth, the 
boats are compelled to tic up, and their 
officers and crews thrown out of employ- 
ment to starve themselves, in order to let 
tbe li jvernuicr.t enforce its rightist ua.Chr s- 
tian and magnanimous desigti of starving 
the South.

From Washington. 

\\ ashisoton, May 15. — Gen. Butler’s 
Baltimore proclamation has been emphati- 
cally approved by Gen. Scott. 

It is probable that Marshall Kane, of 
Baltimore, will shortly be arrested. 

A spy haa been arrested, having dis- 
patches concealed in the panel of his car- 
riage for Gen. Lee, of Virginia, the rebel 
commander. 

It is understood that the Government is 
fully prepared to protect the Union men of 
Northern Virginia at any moment when its 
assistance is invoked. 

Washington, May 15. — The assurances 
that tbe Administration is vigorously pros- 
ecuting its measures against tbe insurrec- 
tionary States have a substantial basis. — 
All the members of the Cabinet, together 
with the President, are animated bv a com- 
mon principle in furthering tho plans for 
the consummation of the Government’s 
policy. Increased stimulus, however, was 
applied to-day. A committee of promi- 
nent gentleman from the city of New York 
had a long interview with them and the re- 
sult eras their consent to accept the sarvi- 
ces of fourteen additional regiments from 
New York. This meets with the concur- 
rence of Lieutenant General Scott. The 
Committee urges more prompt and effect- 
ive measures with no bait in the proceed- 
ings, and it appears from their private con- 
versations, that i the supply of money to 
support that increased force is a matter 
w hich should occasion no concern to the 
Administration. 

A report is current that an engineer offi- 
cer Las discovered that the Virginians are 
throwing up defences within spyglass view 
ot W ashington. This may be a repetition 
of a former unfounded rumor. At all 
events, if it should be coufiroied, it is not 
at all probable that the Government would 
remain an iaditferent observer of the pro- 
ceedings. 

At tbe adjourned meeting of the Court 
of Cliiuis to-day, only one Judge — Loring — 
was present, who adjourned over till the 
4th of July. The presiding Judge — Scar- 
borough— having resigned, there is a va- 
cancy on the bench. 

Virginia aud North Carolina, like 
those of the other seceding States, have 
ceased to make returns to tha Treasury 
Department. 

Marshal Fisher, of the Eastern District 
of Virginia, is the only judi.ial officer of 
that State who has uot resigned.

Whkei.ing, May 15.— The Convention 
assembled at 9 o’clock. 

Mr. Carlisle’s resolutions being the or- 
der, Mr. Carlisle moved an amendment in- 
adding that the Convention Committee b'c 
instructed to submit the ordinance sug- 
gested in his resolution of last night to the 
people on the 23d of May. 

Mr. Willey, of Montgomery county, con- 
tinued his remarks troin yesterday op- 
posing the organization of' a Provisional 
Government. 

Mr. Paulsley spoke at length, favorin'? a 
Provisional Government over the whole 
State. There was no longer a State Gov- 
ernment; the Governor and authorities 
had usurped powor; we are now in a state 
of anarchy; we have the precedent of Cali- 
fornia to act upon in this matter. 

Mr. Carlisle accepted the proposition. 

A motion was made to go into secret ses- 
sion but was withdrawn. Mr. Pierpont of 
Marion, nta/le a lengthy speech in oppoai- 
tion to the resolution, saving if the Rich- 
mond Convention had acted unconstitu- 
tionally this Convention should not tollow 
their example. 

In the afternoon session Mr. Paulsley of- 
fered tin amendment to Carlisle's resolu- 
tions instructing the Committee uot to re- 
port an ordinance ol secession from the 
State, but in favor of the counties nt West- ■ 
em Virginia voting for State officer* toliU ! 



the places of those now nominally in office. 
Carlisle accepted the amendmsut and 
further amended that if the ordinance of 
Fccessiou of the Richmond Convention be 
ratified on the 23d, the Convention be call- j 
cd early in June, to take farther uc- 1 
tion as may be deemed necessary. 

Ou motion of Mr. Lamb, of Ohio, a re- 
port with these additional propositions 
wits recommitted and the Convention ad- 
journed until t o’c lock. 

Wheeling, May 15 — In the Convention 
during the evening sessiou the committee 
on Federal State relations reported supple- 
mentary one previously reportud ; in ad- 
dition they recommend the appointment 
of a central committee, empowered to 
either older the reassembling of this Con- 
vention, or a new one, at such time as 
they may deem necessary, prior to the 
General Convention on the 11 lit of June. 
The resolutions hope for peace — deprecate 
the sending of Confederate troo ; s into 
Eastern Virginia and recommend the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five from 
tach county, to oo-operatc with the Ccu- 
e al CottiiLiuce. 

Mr. Paulsley moved that tho report be 
laid on the table and printed. 

Gen. Jackson urged action, as many 
members found it necessary to return 
home. 

.Mr. Carlisle said lie saw in the appoint- 
ment of a Central Commitb’c the gem of 
a realization of all the members h*d hoped 
for iu regard to the formation ot New Vir- 
ginia. lie was satisfied that this report 
went ns far as the Convention ever would, 
and was willing to acquiesce if it was 
1 agreeable to these who bail acted with him. 

The report was adopted almost unani- 
mously. The following committee xvas 
appointed: John S. Carlisle of Harrison, 
C. D. Hubbard, J. S. Wheat, Winslow Wil- 
son, 8. II. Woodward, aud James W. Pax- 
ton of Marion, Campbell Tarr of Brooke, 
and Geo. P. Latham of Taylor. 

Uriel speeches were then made by Gen. 
Jackson, Carlisle, Puspout, Willey, Brown, 
.Mosa, and olhxrs. The Siar 'Bpangled 
Banner was sung and prayer offered, and 
tbe Convention adjourned tint die. Most 
of the members leave to night lor tlicir 
respective homes.

McDonald come up before Judge Treat this 
morning.

Harney, who answered in writing to the 
effect, that Capt. McDonald not being at 
the Arsenal, nor within the reach of the 
officers of the Court, could not be produ- 
ced— that be, Harney, deplored, as much 
as any man, the state of things existing, 
but he was bound to maintain the higher 
law- of Government over all and every 
effort at rebellion — that Capt. McDonald 
was taken prisoner while lending his conn- 
tencnce and support to an assemblage of 
men whose every act. move aud design, 
was in opposition to the Government ot 
the United States — tiiat he doubted 
whether if Capt. McDonald was siill held 
at the Arsenal, he would be jusiilitd iu 
delivering Itim up upon the demand that 
had been made upon him— that tbe whole 
matter lnd been referred to the authori- 
ties at Washington, and that he should 
await and endeavor to strictly carry out 
the instructions he might receive in rela- 
tion thereto. 

Uriel Wright, one of the counsel of Mc- 
Donald, entered a demurrer, and Judge 
Treat postponed the matter till the regular 
session of tbe court on Monday U' Xt, a? 
the question presented was a grave and 
important oue, and if decided In chambers, 
it iiii^ht he necessary to reopen the whole 
case hereafter.
